for more than 24 months for IMA/Naval Academy/Air Force 
Academy courses on the last date of receipt of Application in 
the Commission’s Office. 

Note 2 : In the event of sufficient number of qualified 
NCC ‘C’ Certificate (Army Wing/Senior Division Air Wing/ 
Naval Wing) holders not becoming available on the results 
of the examination to fill all the vacancies reserved for 
them m the Indian Military Academy Course/Air Force 
Academy Course/Naval Academy Course, the unfilled 
reserved vacancies shall be treated as unreserved and filled 
by general candidate 1 . 

Admission to the above courses will be made on the results 
of the written examination to be conducted by the Commission 
followed by intelligence and personality test by the Services 
Selection Board ol candidates who qualify in the written 
examination. The details tegarding the (a) scheme, standard, 
syllabus of the examination, (b) Guidelines with regard to 
physical standards lor admission to the Academy and (c) Brief 
particulars of services etc. for candidates joining the Indian 
Military Academy, Naval Academy, Air Force Academy and 
Officers’ Training Academy are given in Appendices I, II, 
and III respectively. 

2. Centres of Examination; 

Agartala, Ahrnedabad, Aizawl, Allahabad, Bangalore, 
Bureilly, Bhopal, Calcutta, Chandigarh, Chennai (Madras), 
Cuttack, Delhi, Dharwar, Dispur (Guwahati), Gangtok, 
Hyderabad, Imphal, Itanagar, Jaipur, Jammu, Jorhat, Kochi 
(Cochin), Kohima, Lucknow, Madurai, Mumbai (Bombay), 
Nagpur, Panaji (Goa) Patna, Port Blaii, Raipur, Sambalpur, 
Shillong, Shimla, Srinagar, Thiruvananthapuram 
(Trivandrum), Tirupati, Udaipur and Vishakhapatnam. 

The centres and the dale of holding the examination as 
mentioned above arc liable to be changed at the discretion of 
the Commission. While every effort will be made to allot the 
candidates to the centre of their choice for examination, the 
Commission may, at their discretion allot a different centre 
to a candidate, when circumstances so warrant. Candidates 
admitted to the examination will be mfonmed of the time table 
and place or places of examination 

Candidates should note lhal no request for change of centre 
will normally be granted When a candidate, however, desires 
a change in centre from the one he had indicated in his 
application form for the Examination, he must send a letter 
addressed to the Secretary, Union Public Service Commission, 
giving full justification as to why he desires a change in 
centre. Such requests will be considered on p erils but requests 
received after the 16thMay,2001 will run be entertained under 
any circumstances. 

NOTE: While filling in his application form, the candidates 
should carefully decide about his choice for die centre for the 
examination.

1 iv) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India before the 
1st Januaiy, 1962 with the intention of permanently settling 
in India, or 

(v) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma. Sri Lanka and East African Countries of 
Kenya, Uganda, the LInited Republic of Tanzania, Zambia, 
Malawi, Zaire and Ethiopia and Vietnam with the intention 
of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (ii), (iii), 
(iv) and (v) above shall be a person in whose favour a 
certificate of eligibility has been issued by the Government 
of India. 

Certificate of eligibility will, however, not be necessary in 
the case of candidates who are Gorkhu subjects of Nepal. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary, may be admitted to the examination provisionally 
subject to the necessary certificate being given to him by the 
Govt, before declaration of result by UPSC 

(b) Age Limits, Sex and Marital Status ; 

(i) For IMA—Unmarried male candidates born not earlier 
than 2nd July, 1978 and not later than 1st July, 1983 only are 
eligible. 

(ii) For Naval Academy—Unmarried male candidates 
born not earlier than 2nd July, 1980 (2nd July, 1978 in case 
of Naval Wing ‘C’ Certificate holders) and not later than 1st 
July, 1983 only are eligible. 

yiiri Fur Air Force Academy—Unmarried male candidates 
born not earlier than 2nd July, 1979 and not later than 1st 
July, 1983 only are eligible. 

(iv) For Officers Training Academy—Male candidates 
(married or unmarried) bom not earlier than 2nd July, 1977 
and not later than 1st July, 1983 only are eligible. 

The date of birth accepted by the Commission is that 
entered in the Matriculation or Secondary School Leaving 
Certificate or in a certificate recognised by an Indian 
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University as equivalent to Matriculation or in an extract from 
a Register of Matriculates maintained by a University which 
extract must be certified by the proper authority of the 
University or in the Higher Secondary or an equivalent 
examination certificate These certificates are required to be 
submitted only after the declaration of the result of the written 
part of the examination. No other document relating to age 
like horoscopes, affidavits, birth extracts from Municipal 
Corporation, service records and the like will be accepted, 
The expression Matriculation/Higher Secondary Examination 
Certificate in this part of the instruction includes the alternative 
certificates mentioned above 

Sometimes the Matriculation/Higher Secondaiy 
Examination Certificate does not show the dale of birth, or 
only shows the age by completed years or completed years 
and months, in such cases a candidate must send in addition 
to the attested/certified copy of Matriculation/Higher 
Secondary Examination Certificate an attested/certified copy 
of a Certificate from the Headmaster/Principal of the.Inslitution 
from where he passed the Matriculation/Higher Secondary 
Examination showing the date of his birth or exact age as 
recorded in the Admission Register of the Institution. 

NOTE 1 • Candidates should note that only the Date of 
Birth as recorded in the Matriculation/Higher Secondary 
Examination Certificate or an equivalent certificate on the 
date ot submission of applications will be accepted by the 
Commission and no subsequent request for its change will he 
considered or granted. 

NOTE 2 : Candidates should also note that once a Date 
of Birth has been claimed by them and entered in the records 
of the Commission lor the purpose of admission to an 
Examination, no change will he allowed subsequently or at a 
subsequent examination on any ground whatsoever.

Graduates with first choice as Army/Navy/Air Force are 
to submit proof of graduation provisional certificates on the 
date of commencement of the SSB Interview at the SSB. 

Candidates who are studying in the final year Degree 
course and have yet to pass the final year degree examination 


can also apply but they will be required to submit proof of 
passing the degree examination to reach the Army HQ/Rtg. 
CDSE Entry, New Delhi-110066 in case of IMA/SSC first 
choice candidate and Naval HQ “DMPR” (R & R, Section) 
Room No. 204, ‘C’Wing, Sena Bhawan, New Delhi-110011 
in case of Navy first choice candidates and P03(A)/Air 
Headquarters, T Block Room No. 1", Opp. Vayu Bhawan, 
Motilal Nehru Marg, New Delhi-110011 in case of Air Force 
first choice candidates by the following dates failing which 
iheir candidature will stand cancelled :

Candidates possessing professional and technical 
qualifications which are recognised by government as 
equivalent to professional and technical degrees would also 
be eligible for admission to the examination.

error, the same should be immediately returned to the 
Commission with a request to issue the correct 
Admission Certificate.

They will also be put to Group 
Tests such as group discussions, group planning, outdoor 
group tasks, and asked to give brief lectures on specified 
subjects. All these tests are intended to judge the mental calibre 
of a candidate. In broad terms, this is really an assessment of 
not only his intellectual qualities but also his social traits and 
interests in current affairs.

Guidelines with regard to Physical Standards for 
Candidates for Combined Defence Service Examination. 

Note : CANDIDATES MUST BE PHYSICALLY FIT 
ACCORDING TO THE PRESCRIBED PHYSICAL 
STANDARDS. THE STANDARDS OF MEDICAL FITNESS 
AND THE GUIDELINES FOR THE SAME ARE GIVEN 
BELOW. 

A NUMBNER OF QUALIFIED CANDIDATES ARE 
REJECTED SUBSEQUENTLY ON MEDICAL GROUNDS. 
CANDIDATES ARE THEREFORE ADVISED IN THEIR 
OWN INTEREST TO GET THEMSELVES MEDICALLY 
EXAMINED BEFORE SUBMITTING THEIR 
APPLICATIONS TO AVOID DISAPPOINTMENT AT THE 
FINAL STAGE. 


1. A candidate recommended by the Services Selection 
Board will undergo a medical examination by a Board of 
Service Medical Officers. Only those candidates will be 
admitted to the Academy who are declared fit by the Medical 
Board. The proceedings of the Medical Board are confidential 
and will not be divulged to anyone. However, the candidates 
declared unfit by Special Medical Board (SMB), will be 
intimated by the President of the medical board and 
procedures for request for an Appeal Medical Board will also 
be intimated to the candidate. Unfit should report for Appeal 
Medical Board (AMB) within maximum 42 days. 

Candidates declared unfit by AMB will be intimated by 
the President AMB about procedure of challenging the 
findings of AMB. The candidates will also be intimated that 
holding review Medical Board (RMB) will be granted at the 
discretion of DGAFMS based on the merit of the case and 
that RMB is not a matter of right. 

Permanent unfit may apply for appeal medical within 21 
days and requesting for Review Medical Board shall be within 
15 days of completion of Appeal Medical Board. Candidates 
shall automatically report to the hospital opted by them on 
any working day, keeping in view, the time taken by Postal 
authorities to deliver their Medical document at the Hospital 
for medical examination. No call shall be given by the opted 
hospital and no correspondence in this regard shall be 
entertained. The candidate must be physically fit according 
to the prescribed physical standards which are summarised 
below : 

(a) The candidate must be in good physical and mental 
health and free from any disease/disability which is likely to 
interfere with the efficient performance of duties. 

(b) There should be no evidence of weak constitution, 
bodily defects or over weight. 

(c) The minimum acceptable height is 157.5 cms. (157 
ems for Navy and 162.5 cms for Air Force). For Gorkhas and 
individuals belonging to hills of North Eastern region of India, 
Garhwali and Kumaon, the Minimum acceptable height will 
be 5 cms less. In case of candidates from Lakshadweep, the 
minimum acceptable height can be reduced by 2 cms. 

These concessions are not applicable for Navy and Air

A ± 10% (for Navy) departure from the average weight 
given in the Table above is to be considered within normal 
limit. However, in individuals with heavy bones and broad 
built as well as individuals with thin but otherwise healthy 
this may be relaxed to some extent on merit. 

The acceptable weight for Air Force candidate will be 
± 10% of the average weight given above. 

(d) In your own interest you are advised to undergo a 
preliminary medical check up for wax in ears, 
refractory error of eyes, fungal infection of skin 
edsinophilia before reporting for the SSB inverview, 

(e) Chest should be well developed . The minimum range 
of expansion after full inspiration should be 5 cms. 
The measurement will be taken with a tape so adjusted 
that its lower edge should touch the nipple in front 
and the upper part of the tape should touch the lower 
angle of the shoulder blades behind. X-Ray of the 
chest is compulsory and will be taken to rule out any 
disease of the chest. 

(f) There should be no disease of bones and joints of the 
body. 

(g) A candidate should have no past history of mental 
breakdown or fits. 

(h) The hearing should be normal. A Candidate should be 
able to hear a forced whisper with each ear at a distance 
of 610 cms. in a quiet room. There should be no 
evidence of present or past disease of the ear, nose 
and throat. 

(i) There should be no sign of functional or organic 
disease of the heart and blood vessel. Blood pressure 
should be normal. 

(j) The muscle of abdomen should be well developed and 
there should be no enlargement or liver or spleen. Any 
evidence of disease of internal organs of the abdomen 
will be a cause for rejection. 


(k) Un operated hernias will make a candidate unfit. If 
operated, this should have been done at least 24 weeks 
prior to the present examination and healing is 
completed, 

(l) There should be no hydrocele, varicocele or piles. 

(m) Urine examination will be done and any abnormality, 
if detected will be a cause for rejection. 

(n) Any disease of the skin which is likely to cause 
disability or disfigurement will also be a cause for 
rejection. 

(o) A candidate should be able to read 6/6 in a distant 
vision chart with each eye with or without glasses (For 
navy and Air Force without glasses only) Myopia 
should not be more than 3.5D and hypermetropia not 
more that* 3.5D including Astigmatism. Internal 
examination of the eye will be done by means of 
ophthalmoscope to rule out any disease of the eye. A 
candidate must have good binocular vision. The colour 
vision standard will be CP-3. A candidate should be 
able to recognise red and green colours. 

Radial Keratotomy : Candidates who have undergone or 
have the evidence of having undergone Radial Keratotomy, 
to improve the visual acuity, wijl be permanently rejected for 
all the three services. Candidates who have undergone Lasik 
Surgery for correction for refractive error are also not 
acceptable to defence services. 

The candidates for Navy should have the following vision 
standards : 

Distant vision 6/12, 6/12, Correctable to 6/6 Near Vision 
N-5 each eye.

(p) The candidates should have sufficient number of 
natural and sound teeth. A minimum of 14 dental 
points will be acceptable. When 32 teeth are present, 
the total dental points are 22. A candidate should not 
be suffering from severe pyorrhoea. 

(q) X-Ray examination of the chest will include the lower 
part of cervical spine for presence of cervical ribs. X- 
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Ray examination of other parts of spine will be taken 
if the SMB considers it necessary.

4. Career Prospects 

After successful completion of training, the candidates pass 
out in the rank of flying officer and become entitled to the 
pay and allowance of the rank.

Each high rank 
carries with it extra emolument. Depending on the number of 
vacancies one has a good number of chances to get promotion 
to the higher Acting rank.
